In  1989  the  Lifelssues  program 
was  replaced  with  a  Commu- 
nity Service/Lyceum  program. 
Students  who  came  to  Wingate 
before  Fall  '89  were  exempt  from 
the  new  program,  but  had  to  con- 
tinue with  the  old  program  of 
eight  events. 

The  new  program  gave  no  aca- 
demic credit,  but  was  required  for 
graduation.  The  new  require- 
ments for  the  program  were  for 
freshmen  to  take  one  semester  of 
Freshman  Experience,  sopho- 
mores were  required  to  attend 
five  Community  Service  presen- 
tations.

990-1991  school  year.  The  exte- 
or  of  the  building  neared  com- 
letion  in  the  Spring,  while  the 
iterior  was  expected  to  be  fin- 
shed  during  the  Summer  of 
991.  Offices  within  the  building 
/ere  expected  to  begin  operating 
efore  school  began  in  August  of 
991. 

The  $2.5  million  building  was 
amed  in  honor  of  Roy  P.  Stegall 
if  Marshville,  NC.  Stegall,  a 
Dng-time  friend  of  the  college, 
as  supported  the  college  gener- 
usly  with  financial  gifts  and  his 
me.  Stegall's  association  with 
Vingate  began  40  years  ago 
/hen  he  volunteered  his  time 
nd  money  to  help  with  the  Win- 


gate  College  Annual  Fund,  the 
on-going  gifts  program  of  the 
college.  In  1973,  Stegall  began 
serving  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  in  1991  served  as  an  officer 
of  the  Wingate  College  Founda- 
tion. 

Groundbreaking  ceremonies 
were  held  on  May  3  to  signify  the 
official  beginning  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  building.  College 
students,  faculty,  benefactors, 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, and  officers  from  the  Can- 
non Foundation  attended  the 
ceremony. 

The  new  building  was  planned 
to  bring  together  under  one  roof 
several  administrative  offices 
that  were  housed  in  the  Hol- 
brook,  Efird  Buildings,  the 
Founder's  House  and  Bridges 
Business  Hall.  Among  the  offices 


moved  into  the  new  complex 
were  the  Offices  of  Business,  Ad- 
missions, Development,  Alumni, 
Registrar  and  Computer  Center. 
With  the  moving  of  these  offices 
to  a  centralized  location,  came 
better  efficiency  for  the  faculty, 
staff,  and  students. 

With  its  dramatic  architecture, 
the  building  became  the  "crown 
jewel"  of  the  campus  while  com- 
plimenting the  other  buildings. 
Further  enhancing  the  appear- 
ance of  the  building  were  a  ro- 
tunda with  painted  murals  and 
an  outdoor  reflecting  pond. 

Surrounding  the  reflecting 
pond  was  planned  an  Alumni 
Plaza  to  serve  as  a  reminder  to  all 
of  the  heritage  and  mission  of 
Wingate  College.

In  the  1990-91  school  year,  stu- 
dents saw  many  changes 
which  added  to  the  quality  of 
campus  life.  First  of  all,  visiting 
hours  were  extended  thanks  to 
the  help  of  the  '89-'90  SGA,  pro- 
vided that  members  volunteer 
work  in  the  lobbies.  However, 
once  school  was  in  session,  a 
problem  arose  with  the  '90-'91 
SGA  volunteering  to  be  desk 
workers.  The  Housing  Office 
then  began  paying  students  to 
man  the  desks.  This  allowed  stu- 
dents  an  opportunity  to  earn 
some  extra  money  and  still 
others  a  longer  time  to  visit  with 
friends  of  the  opposite  sex.

During  the  1990-91  school 
year,  we  realized  that  the 
learning  process  was  not  solely 
limited  to  the  classrooms,  and  we 
came  about  this  realization,  in 
part,  with  the  help  of  our  Resi- 
dence Hall  Staff.  Headed  by  Mrs. 
Dora  Parks  in  her  first  year  as 
Housing  Director,  they  assisted 
resident  students  in  all  areas  of 
campus  living.  From  answering 
questions  to  reporting  mainte- 
nance conditions,  they  had  a 
busy  but  rewarding  year. 

The  staff  consisted  of  one  Resi- 
dent Director  per  living  area,  and 
Resident  Assistants  for  every  res- 
idence floor  area.  RD's,  who 
were  full-time  employees,  usual- 
ly graduates,  were  responsible 
for,  among  many  things,  staffing 
lobby  workers  and  overseeing 
building  safety  procedures.  RA's, 
selected  students  who  received 
tuition  remissions  for  their  du- 


ties, had  the  unpopular  jobs  of 
unlocking  doors  at  late  hours, 
rounding  up  room  condition  re- 
ports, doing  room  checks,  and 
asking  people  to  keep  their  music 
down.  RA's  and  RD's,  by  their 
very  job  description,  encouraged 
adherence  to  established  hall 
regulations,  another  seemingly 
dreaded  job  responsibility. 

While  the  positions  were  enri- 
ching for  the  most  part,  there 
were  times  when  they  bordered 
on  being  a  pain,  mainly  because 
of  the  lack  of  understanding  be- 
tween the  staffs  and  students. 
"My  main  emphasis  would  be  on 
the  need  of  respect:  for  ourselves, 
others,  and  the  rules,  before  we 
can  come  to  any  kind  of  agree- 
ment. Most  RA's  and  RD's  want 
to  be  a  friend;  all  anybody  needs 
to  do  is  let  them,"  said  Bridgett 
Tilley,  an  RA  in  Bennett  dorm.

The  Apartments  and  the 
Slums 


Secluded  all  to  its  own,  the 
North  side  of  campus  con- 
sisted of  both  the  oldest 
and  newest  residential  areas:  the 
Slums,  Faculty,  and  North  Cam- 
pus Apartments.  These  contras- 
ting residences  were  considered 
unique  housing  choices  at  Win- 
gate. 

While  seemingly  different, 
these  living  arrangements  had 
similarities  that  sometimes  went 
unnoticed  —  they  were  said  to 
have  a  certain  kind  of  charm 
about  them,  and  the  residents  felt 
a  sort  of  camaraderie  because  of 
their  distance  from  everyone 
else. 

Bennett  and  Holbert  dorms, 
endearingly  known  as  the 
'Slums'  because  of  their  age, 
were  located  behind  the  infirma- 
ry. They  contained  the  largest, 
non-air  conditioned  rooms  on 
campus.  It  seemed  that  there  was 
always  a  volleyball  game  going 
on,  and  loud  music  abounded.

"I  feel  good  about  living  in  North 
Campus  Apartments  because  we 
have  a  little  more  freedom  than 
those  in  the  dorms,  in  areas  of 
visitation  and  with  other  choices. 
Also,  there  are  a  lot  of  really  nice 
people  who  live  there."

Handling  Finances 


One  often  heard  complaint 
of  college  students  was  "I 
don't  have  any  money."  Most 
students  agreed  with  this  state- 
ment for  the  most  part  of  the 
year.  Handling  finances  was  a  se- 
rious matter  that  students  had  to 
learn  and  master. 

Some  students  at  Wingate  Col- 
lege were  constantly  being  re- 
supplied  with  money  by  their 
parents  whenever  they  were  low 
on  cash.  These  people  consid- 
ered themselves  very  lucky  that 
their  parents  could  and  would 
support  them  during  college. 

Others,  however,  had  to  come 
up  with  some  ways  to  make 
some  money.  Many  found  jobs 
on  campus.  With  an  average  of 
at  least  ten  hours  per  week,  these 
jobs  provided  a  little  extra 
money.  On  campus  jobs  were  of- 
fered in  the  library,  cafeteria,  stu- 
dent development,  administra- 
tion office,  Cannon  Complex, 
and  desk  workers.  Industrious 
individuals  typed  papers  for  fel- 
low students  in  order  to  raise 
some  extra  spending  money. 
Many  students  chose  to  search 
for  jobs  outside  of  campus.  Local 
businesses  in  Wingate  and  Mon- 
roe utilized  college  students  en- 
ergy during  the  afternoon  and 


nighttime  hours.  With  a  part- 
time  job,  students  had  to  make 
sacrifices  as  needed  in  order  to 
budget  their  time  between  school 
and  work. 

Some  students  were  paid 
weekly,  others  every  other  week. 
On  campus  jobs  issued  monthly 
checks.  Hours  worked  ranged 
from  ten  to  thirty  hours  per 
week.  All  employees  felt  that 
they  deserved  a  raise. 

Finances  were  used  for  a  vari- 
ety of  reasons.  One  major  catego- 
ry for  spending  mney  was  food. 
Trips  to  the  grocery  store  were 
frequent  and  were  a  necessity. 
Gas  for  automobiles  also  re- 
quired saving  money.  Other  ex- 
penses included  shopping,  going 
out  on  dates.  Entertainment  costs 
sometimes  increased  as  students 
finances  decreased.  Luckily  stu- 
dents could  get  sash  from  a  teller 
machine  on  campus.  This  new 
lxury  on  Wingate  College  cam- 
pus was  installed  by  the  North 
Carolina  Credit  Union.  "Cash 
Points"  provided  easy  acess  for 
both  students  and  the  communi- 
ty- 
Students  faced  and  overcame 
finance  battles  with  stride.  This 
knowledge  was  very  important 
during  college  and  later  in  life.

The  City  of  Wingate 

There's  No  Place  Like  Home 


When  Wingate  College  was 
founded  in  1896,  the 
town  did  not  exist  officially  until 
thirteen  years  later  in  1909,  when 
it  was  incorporated.  Since  those 
early  days,  the  town  and  college 
operated  separately,  yet  came  to- 
gether to  the  advantage  of  each 
other. 

The  total  1990  population  of 
Wingate  was  2,821,  1,062  being 
resident  students.  The  student 
body  makes  up  about  one-third 
of  Wingate's  population. 

The  town  of  Wingate  did  not 
make  any  money  directly  from 
the  college  itself.  The  town  did 
not  collect  any  taxes  from  the  col- 
lege, because  college  property 
was  tax  exempt. 

Revenue  generated  from  the 
college  was  for  local  businesses. 
Area  businesses  are  affected  dur- 
ing the  summer  months  when 
there  are  not  many  students  on 
campus.  For  example,  Southland 
only  opens  for  lunch  during  the 
week,  but  is  open  at  night  during 
the  weekends. 

Cable  television  also  produced 
some  revenue  for  the  town  be- 
cause of  a  franchise  fee  paid  for 
allowing  cablelines  to  run  to  the 
college.  Gas  sales  also  increased 
or  decreased  depending  on  the 
number  of  students  in  town. 
Some  revenue  was  generated 
from  parking  tickets.  Since  Win- 
gate Security  lost  their  authority

to  issue  parking  tickets  on  city 
streets  during  the  1990-91  school 
year,  Wingate  Police  issued  the 
tickets. 

During  the  school  year,  stu- 
dents felt  that  yellow  curbing 
was  a  problem  on  campus.  The 
curbs  were  painted  by  the  town. 
No  new  zones  were  added,  only 
faded  zones  were  repainted.  The 
town  took  these  actions  to  in- 
crease safety  by  making  yellow 
curbs  fire  zones,  so  in  case  of  a 
fire  emergency  vehicles  could 
reach  the  buildings  easily.  If  cars 
were  parked  in  these  areas,  it 
could  cause  problems  for  the 
emergency  vehicles. 

Mildred  Parks,  of  City  Hall, 
added  that  the  college  enhanced 
the  town  with  its  pretty  land- 
scape and  buildings.  She  also 
said  that  Food  Lion  was  consid- 
ering to  incorporate  the  architec- 
ture of  the  college  buildings  in 
their  store. 

Students  also  saw  the  town 
and  college  pull  together  to  build 
the  new  loop  road  to  better  serve 
students  and  local  residents.  The 
town  also  has  benefited  from  the 
college  because  it  was  instru- 
mental in  bringing  a  24  hour 
teller  machine  and  a  local  chain 
supermarket. 

Although  the  town  and  college 
operated  separately,  each  had 
something  to  offer  to  each  other.

Capturing  Attention 

Issues  at  Wingate  College 


Students  were  faced  with  new 
and  pressing  issues  in  1990- 
91.  One  of  the  most  publicized 
issues  on  the  Wingate  College 
campus  was  the  possibility  of 
Wingate  having  fraternities  and 
sororities.  This  proposal  caused 
many  discussions  as  to  whether 
the  Greek  system  was  right  for 
Wingate.  Many  students  were 
excited  about  this  new  proposal. 
On  the  other  hand,  there  were 
definite  opinions  against  this  sys- 
tem. Some  argued  that  the  Greek 
system  would  change  the  special 
closeness  of  students  on  campus, 
while  others  felt  fraternities  and 
sororities  would  have  a  positive 
effect  on  the  college.  After  sever- 
al weeks  of  debate  and  lots  of 
hard  work,  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  voted  15-14  for 
fraternities  and  sororities  on 
campus.  The  proposal  must  then 
be  passed  by  student  develop- 
ment and  finally  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  order  to  go  through. 
At  the  time  of  publication  the 
proposal  had  not  been  voted  on. 
The  most  devastating  issue  of 
the  year  was  the  declaration  of 
war  by  the  United  States  on  Iraq. 
On  August  2,  1990,  President 
Bush  sent  the  first  American 
troops  to  Saudi  Arabia.  Iraq's 
leader  Saddam  Hussein  had  in- 
vaded Kuwait  and  was  brutaliz- 
ing innocent  people  in  order  to 
take  control.  This  act  was  against 
the  United  Nations.  The  United 
States  fought  in  the  hopes  of 
freeing  Kuwait.  After  months  of 
hopeful  peace  talks  between  the 
USA  and  Iraq  and  the  United  Na- 
tions and  Iraq,  nothing  was  ac- 
complished. Hussein  arrogantly 
did  not  abide  by  the  U.N.'s

wishes.  Secretary  of  Defense 
Dick  Chaney  flew  to  Geneva  for 
a  peace  talk  but  came  back  de- 
pressed at  its  failure.  Over  a  peri- 
od of  five  months,  twenty-eight 
countries  came  to  realize  that 
Hussein  was  wrong  and  needed 
to  be  stopped.  These  countries 
joined  forces  side  by  side  in  Sau- 
di Arabia  in  order  to  stop  Hus- 
sein. A  January  15, 1991  deadline 
was  set  and  all  sanctions  were 
ending.  The  allied  forces  were 
praying  Hussein  would  give  up 
and  back  down  —  but  no  luck. 
On  January  16,  President  Bush 
declared  war  on  Iraq.  A  night 
time  air  raid  on  Iraq's  military  de- 
fenses and  missiles  began  the  ac- 
tion of  what  was  known  as  "Op- 
eration Desert  Storm."  Iraq's 
bombing  of  Israel  complicated 
the  conflict  and  angered  many 
nations.  This  history-making  is- 
sue alarmed  all  and  brought 
much  prayer  for  peace.  The  dedi- 
cation and  hard  work  of  U.S.  and 
Allied  soldiers  to  bring  peace  to 
the  world  was  deeply  appreciat- 
ed by  all. 

This  important  issue,  although 
miles  and  miles  away,  hit  home 
at  Wingate  College.  As  friends 
and  family  of  students  reported 
to  Saudi  Arabia,  students  formed 
a  support  group  on  campus.  Win- 
gate College's  own  Rhett  Brown 
was  called  to  serve.  Prayer  vigils 
were  held  and  CSU  talked  about 
the  situation  at  weekly  meetings. 
Students  were  glued  to  their  TV 
sets  finding  out  the  updated 
news  of  Desert  Storm.  This 
worldwide  issue  brought  the  stu- 
dents together  in  a  time  of  true 
crisis.

DEMICS! Here,  Wingate  students 
read  and  re-read,  studied  and  took 
notes,  drafted  papers,  wrote 
speeches,  built  projects,  and 
worked  out  mathematical  equa- 
tions. Almost  under  a  spell  of  con- 
centrated study,  the  academically- 
minded  pushed  pencils  for  thou- 
sands of  hours  during  the  year. 
Even  those  not  so  academically 
minded  learned  that  education  on 
the  college  level  and  particularly 
here  at  Wingate,  can  be  in  itself  an 
experience  of  the  heart.  For  almost 
everyone  discovered  that  special 
field,  that  special  class,  or  that  one 
professor  who  made  a  profound 
difference  in  his  or  her  life.  Truly, 
the  students  of  Wingate  learned 
what  it  meant  to  work  hard,  to 
accomplish,  and  to  excel.

In  the  Holbrook  Administra- 
tion Building  were  the  offices 
of  the  Registrar.

Generous  Benefactor 


Who  was  Charles  A.  Can- 
non? Why  do  we  have  a 
statue  of  him  in  the  middle  of  our 
campus?  What  has  he  done  for 
Wingate  College?  And  has  it 
made  an  effect  on  the  college  at- 
mosphere on  today's  campus? 
Many  students  on  campus  have 
no  idea  what  Charles  Cannon 
has  done  for  Wingate,  and  won- 
der why  we  honor  and  thank 
him. 

Charles  A.  Cannon  was  born 
on  November  29,  1892.  He  was 
born  and  raised  in  Concord,  N.C. 
After  high  school,  Mr.  Cannon 
went  on  to  Davidson  College.  He 
was  only  at  Davidson  for  a  year 
before  he  worked  for  his  father's 
textile  business.  Soon  after  he 
started  working  there,  he  mar- 
ried Ruth  L.  Coltrane,  also  from 
Concord.  Mr.  Cannon  had  many 
successful  moves  at  Cannon 
Mills.  During  the  Great  Depres- 
sion, Mr.  Cannon  kept  his  mills 
open  to  allow  some  of  his  em- 
ployees work. 

Not  only  was  Mr.  Cannon  a

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smart  business  man,  he  was  also 
a  very  caring  and  giving  man. 
Cannon  was  active  in  several 
philanthropic  causes.  If  it  were 
not  for  him,  numerous  causes 
would  not  exist  and  many  would 
never  have  been  started.  One 
cause  he  helped  out  was  the 
founding  of  the  Cabarrus  Memo- 
rial Hospital  in  Concord.  Mr. 
Cannon  was  very  much  involved 
with  hospitals  and  medical  care. 
He  was  selected  in  1948  by  the 
American  Hospital  Association 
as  one  of  fifty  people  across  the 
United  States  and  Canada  for 
making  outstanding  contribu- 
tions to  health  and  hospitals. 
Along  with  this,  he  donated  sev- 
eral different  kinds  of  medicine 
to  prevent  diseases.  He  paid  for 
the  Charles  A.  Cannon,  Jr.  Me- 
morial Hospital  which  was 
named  in  memory  of  his  son  who 
died  in  World  War  II. 

Mr.  Cannon's  first  introduc- 
tion to  Wingate  College  was  with 
the  Cabarrus  Memorial  Hospital 
since  Wingate  professors  taught 


nursing  classes  there.  With  a  little 
encouragement  from  previous 
Wingate  College  presidents  C.C. 
Burris  and  Budd  E.  Smith,  Mr. 
Cannon  began  to  donate  numer- 
ous contributions.  Through  the 
years,  millions  of  dollars  have 
been  donated  to  Wingate  Col- 
lege. The  money  has  gone  to  al- 
most every  new  building  and  res- 
torations since  1950.  Some  build- 
ings that  bear  his  name  are  the 
Charles  A.  Cannon  textile  build- 
ing, which  has  math  and  com- 
munication classes.  Another 
building  is  the  Ruth  Coltrane 
Cannon  dormitory,  named  after 
Mrs.  Cannon,  which  houses 
Freshmen  girls.  Do  not  forget  the 
Charles  A.  Cannon  Athletic 
Complex  where  almost  all  athlet- 
ic events  take  place.  The  Cannon 
statue  beside  Burnside-Dalton 
was  built  in  thanks  and  memory 
of  him  for  what  all  he  has  done 
for  Wingate  College. 

With  the  construction  of  the 
new  buildings  and  with  money 
left  over  from  his  funding,  Win-

In  their  offices,  many  phone 
calls  were  made  and  meetings 
held  to  decide  how  to  make  our 
college  better  for  all  those  who 
were  a  part  of  Wingate.  Many  a 
night,  the  lights  in  the  adminis- 
tration building  were  on  as  ad- 
ministrators worked  long  hours 
for  the  cause  of  Wingate. 

Working  for  Wingate's  great- 
est assets,  the  students,  was  a  top 
priority.  If  a  student  was  a  pro- 


spective student,  he  was  fol- 
lowed through  by  the  Admis- 
sions office.  Currently  enrolled 
students  kept  in  touch  with  the 
Registrar's  office,  Financial  aid, 
and  the  Housing  department.  Af- 
ter graduating,  alumni  kept  close 
ties  to  Wingate  through  the 
Alumni  office.

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A  Man  With  A  Vision 
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Wingate's  President  Dr. 
Paul  Corts  sees  Wingate 
:hrough  a  wide  perspective. 
'The  college's  mission  and  work 
.s  much  bigger  and  broader  than 
most  18-22  year  old  students  en- 
vision," Corts  said.  "You  have  a 
onger  view  of  things  as  you  get 
alder." 

Since  he  first  came  to  Wingate 
n  1983,  Corts  has  brought  and 
een  many  changes  concerning 
Wingate.  The  biggest  change  was 
utting  the  Plan  for  the  Second 
Zentury   into   place.    Dr.    Corts 
>ays  he  "likes  to  operate  with  a 
blan."  He  spent  his  first  year  as 
President  listening  and  then  de- 
j'/eloped  the  Plan  for  the  Second 
j  lentury,  a  $30  million  campaign 
/vim  funds  to  be  used  for  con- 
struction, renovation,  and  en- 
dowment. 

When  asked  about  his  "vision 
if  excellence"  for  Wingate,  Corts 


said,  "You  have  to  build  quality, 
not  extravagance  since  this  insti- 
tution will  be  here  in  100  years." 
Corts  has  seen  changes  in  stu- 
dent life  such  as  upgrading  the 
phone  system,  new  open  dorm 
hours,  cable  television,  and  the 
possibility  of  having  fraternities 
and  sororities  on  campus.  Aca- 
demically, Corts  has  seen  an  ex- 
pansion of  the  faculty,  the  addi- 
tion of  a  Provost,  the  computer- 
ization of  the  campus,  many  new 
majors,  and  the  addition  of  grad- 
uate level  programs. 

One  of  the  duties  that  goes 
along  with  the  job  as  President 
is  the  solicitation  of  funds 
for  the  college.  "There  are 
two  big  things  involved.  One 
is  the  grace  of  God,  and  the 
other  is  a  lot  of  hard  work," 
Corts  said.  "You  can't  sell  a  bad 
product." 

A  large  plus  for  Wingate  is  the 


"Wingate  Spirit,"  which,  accord- 
ing to  Corts,  is  the  "strong  feeling 
of  togetherness  and  sense  of 
community  felt  on  this  campus." 
Outsiders  are  amazed  about  this 
special  feeling,"  Corts  said.  "1 
worry  about  this  Wingate  Spirit. 
How  did  it  come  here,  can  we 
sustain  it?" 

Corts  has  a  view  of  the  past 
and  a  prosperous  vision  for  the 
future.  "Thank  goodness  Dr. 
Budd  Smith  back  in  the  1970's 
was  doing  things  that  greatly 
benefited  what  Paul  Corts  is  do- 
ing in  the  1990. 1  have  to  remem- 
ber the  things  that  Paul  Corts  is 
doing  in  1990  will  affect  the  Pres- 
ident who  is  here  in  2010,"  Corts 
said.  A  student  cannot  grasp 
what  Wingate  is  all  about  in  the 
four-year  time  span  one  is  here. 
Corts  perceives  the  big  picture 
of  Wingate  of  which  we  are  a 
part.

A  Man  With  A  Vision 
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A  oard  of  Trustees 

The  People  Behind  The  Policies 


The  Wingate  College  Board  of 
Trustees  selected  the  presi- 
dent of  the  college  and  set  all  pol- 
icies as  well.  Recommendation 
for  possible  trustees  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

Trustees  were  elected  for  four- 
year  terms  and  could  be  re-elect- 
ed after  they  had  been  off  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  at  least  one 
year.  Any  person  who  was  a  resi- 
dent of  the  state  and  who  was  a 
Baptist  could  also  submit  nom- 
inations to  the  Committee. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board 
were  in  May,  September,  and 
December  of  each  year.  How- 
ever, special  meetings  deemed 
necessary  could  be  called  by  the 
chairman  or  any  five  members  of 
the  Board. 

During  '90-'91  there  were  31 
trustee  members.  The  Board  set 
all  the  major  policies  concerning 
the  college.  The  president  served 
as  chief  executive  administrative 
officer.

The  Board  established  all  bud- 
gets relating  to  the  financial  op- 
eration of  the  college  and  main- 
tained a  monthly  review  of  the 
budget. 

Trustees  for  the  college  served 
on  many  committees.  The  Execu- 
tive Committee  exercised  all 
powers  and  authority  of  the 
Board  when  it  was  not  in  session. 
The  Executive  Committee  then 
reported  back  to  the  full  Board  at 
regular  meetings. 

Another  committee  was  that  of 
Academic  Affairs.  This  group  re- 
viewed and  recommended  poli- 
cies relating  to  curriculum,  facul- 
ty, library,  admissions  standards 
and  accreditation.  The  commit- 
tee oversaw  any  matter  which 
affected  student  academic 
programs. 

The  Business  Affairs  Commit- 
tee recommended  policies  con- 
cerning fees,  charges  and  refunds 
to  students  as  well  as  mainte- 
nance and  improvement  of 
the  physical  plant,  the  annual 
budget,  and  non-academic  per- 


sonnel. 

The  Student  Affairs  Cot 
mittee  handled  policies  that 
lated  to  student  residenci 
student  social  life,  student  gc 
ernment,  and  students'  rel 
gious  life.  Basically  any  mat 
related  to  extra-academic  1 
on  campus  was  the  respor 
bility  of  this  committee.

implement  programs  which 
would  focus  on  teaching 
techniques. 

Ziglar  would  like  to  bring  in 
national  speakers  on  Faculty  De- 
velopment to  Wingate.  "Wingate 
has,  in  general,  an  excellent  fac- 
ulty," Ziglar  said.  "They  carry 
very  heavy  classroom  loads  and 
also  most  are  heavily  involved 
with  students.  Some  still  manage 
to  fine  time  to  research  and  to 
write." 

Dr.  Ziglar  is  program-oriented. 
He  stated,  "If  I  had  the  money, 
I'd  rather  have  a  program  named 
after  me  than  a  building."  In  ad- 
dition to  a  Faculty  Development 
program,  he  would  like  to  have 
a  leadership  program  especially 
for  women  and  broaden  the  ex- 
isting honors  program. 

Of  the  programs  Wingate  has, 
Ziglar  is  most  impressed  with 
Winternational.  He  has  traveled 
extensively  and  was  a  Fulbright 
Scholar  to  Norway  last  year.  He 
worked  with  the  Norwegian  De- 
partment of  Education  in  leading 
workshops  on  United  States  his- 


tory to  high  school  teachers. 
"Wingate  students  have  an  op- 
portunity that  few  colleges  offer 
in  the  Winternational  Program. 
Winternational,  the  Great  Amer- 
ican Heritage,  and  London  Se- 
mester, along  with  opportunities 
in  Ecuador  give  a  real  interna- 
tional focus." 

The  year  Ziglar  spent  in  Nor- 
way was  "the  happiest  year  of 
my  life."  A  smile  came  across  his 
face  as  he  spoke  of  cross-country 
skiing,  the  Norweigan  people, 
the  food,  and  being  with  his  fam- 
ily. 

Ziglar  has  been  impressed  in 
his  first  few  weeks  here  with  a 
number  of  things:  the  physical 
plant  has  improved  significantly 
over  the  last  six  years,  Wingate 
has  an  engaging  sense  of  com- 
munity with  a  genuine 
friendship  between  faculty  and 
students.  The  faculty  have  a 
strong  commitment  to  each  other 
and  their  subjects,  and  this 
makes  for  a  good  academic  envi- 
ronment.

Until  seven 
ears  ago,  a  student  who 
'anted  to  improve  their  aca- 
emic  performance  had  to  pay 
)r  a  private  tutor.  The  admin- 
;tration  of  Wingate  soon 
■arned  of  the  need  for  capable 
:udent  tutors  and  made  ar- 
ingements  with  the  faculty  to 
aarch  out  qualified  students 
'ith  a  desire  to  help  fellow  stu- 
ents.  At  five  dollars  per  hour, 
le  teachers  were  able  to  find 
tudent  tutors  rather  easily, 
he  only  problem  was  when 
le  skills  needed  to  effectively 
elp  someone  were  found  not 
)  be  as  abundant.  With  efforts 


of  the  faculty  and  the  Student 
Development  Center,  the  news 
of  needing  qualified  tutors 
spread  rapidly. 

More  and  more  qualified  stu- 
dent tutors  were  applying 
through  teachers  and  the  Student 
Development  office.  As  they 
were  being  accepted,  time  cards 
along  with  necessary  State  and 
Federal  tax  forms  had  to  be  filled 
out.  The  student  tutors  then  re- 
ceived the  names  of  students 
who  asked  for  help  in  subjects 
such  as  math,  English,  foreign 
language,  music,  science,  histo- 
ry, and  art.  Because  of  the  large 
variety  of  help  available,  along 
with  an  accounting  and  math  lab, 
the  student  tutor  program  did 
well  in  its  seven  year  history.

Many  students  have  asked 
what  conditions  are  required  in 
order  for  the  student  to  receive  fi- 
nancial aid.  Interestingly,  there 
was  no  cut-off  point  in  the 
amount  of  income  a  student  or 
his  family  received.  Futhermore, 
any  change  such  as  the  death  of 
a  parent  or  a  divorce  may  change 
the  student's  qualifications.  Even 
students  in  London  get  special 
consideration  because  of  the  liv- 
ing expenses. 


Whalen  further  commented 
concerning  the  process  involved 
in  filing  for  financial  aid,  "Unfor- 
tunately, the  process  is  a  compli- 
cated one.  I  think  particularly 
that  the  federal  process  is  very 
complicated."  She  also  remarked 
that  the  "formula  is  complex  and 
takes  into  consideration  many 
details."  Income  tax  forms  are  re- 
quested from  every  applicant  for 
verification.  Loans  and  employ- 
ment also  played  a  role  in  aiding 
students  financially.  Whalen's 
best  advice  was  encouraging  ev- 
eryone to  apply  for  financial  aid 
because  they  just  might  be  sur- 
prised!

There  were  1940 
"W"  Club  sweaters,  the  bicen- 
tennial flag  from  1976,  and  the 
oldest  item  in  the  collection  be- 
ing a  1911  letter  from  Lottie 
Moon.  Records  of  old  newspa- 
pers were  on  file,  as  well  as  first 
editions  of  the  predecessor  to  The 
Gate,  then  called  the  X-Ray. 

Along  with  those  artifacts, 
Wingate  has  also  kept  the  per- 
sonal letters  and  albums  of 
Charles  A.  Cannon.  There  were 
over  100  filing  cabinet  drawers 
full  of  his  personal  and  philan- 
thropic letters,  cancelled  checks 
and  company  records  and  corre- 
spondence. 

With  the  new  technology  and 
qualified  administrators,  the  ar- 
chives of  Wingate  College  were 
well  on  the  way  to  being  trans- 
ferred to  the  new  computer  sys- 
tem and  becoming  permanent 
records  for  generations  to  come.

A  vision  of  excellence 


As  Wingate  College  ap- 
proached its  100th  year  of 
operation,  some  students  were 
pondering  what  the  future  held 
for  the  college.  However,  this 
was  not  a  new  topic  of  discussion 
for  Wingate's  administration.  In 
1986,  Phase  I  of  a  fund-raising 
campaign  called  Plan  for  the  Sec- 
ond Century  was  introduced. 
This  setup  was  only  the  begin- 
ning of  a  journey  to  raise 
$30,000,000  used  for  new  con- 
struction, renovation,  and  en- 
dowment. 

In  Phase  I,  much  had  been  ac- 
complished in  the  area  of  con- 
struction. The  Charles  A.  Can- 
non Complex,  the  Campus  Ser- 
vice Center,  and  the  Football 
Fieldhouse  were  some  of  the  ad- 
ditions to  the  campus  during  this 
phase.  The  new  administration 
building  named  for  Roy  P.  Steg- 
all,  a  long-time  friend  of  the  col- 
lege, was  also  part  of  Phase  I. 
Completion   of  the   administra- 


tion building  was  expected  in  the 
fall  of  1991.  Some  renovations 
completed  during  this  time  in- 
cluded student  residences,  as 
well  as  renovations  of  Burris 
Hall,  W.  T.  Harris  Dining  Hall, 
and  a  plan  of  energy  conserva- 
tion throughout  the  campus. 

At  the  heart  of  Wingate's  move 
into  the  second  century  was  en- 
dowment. During  Phase  I  many 
goals  were  set  in  the  areas  of  Stu- 
dent Aid,  Faculty  and  Academic 
Program  Support,  and  Unre- 
stricted Endowment.  Wingate's 
administration  hoped  to  achieve 
its  first  goal  by  committing  to 
maintain  modest  tuition  and  con- 
tinue an  innovative  financial  aid 
program.  In  order  to  attain  the 
second  goal,  the  college  has  at- 
tempted to  attract  and  retain  pro- 
fessors of  high  quality  and  offer 
academic  programs  of  the  high- 
est quality.  The  third  goal,  unre- 
stricted endowment,  was  achiev- 
ed with  the  help  of  the  Invest- 


ment Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  Trustees,  along 
with  investment  professionals, 
sought  to  stabilize  tuition  and 
support  expenditures  for  the  li- 
brary, energy  needs,  and  schol- 
arships. Wingate's  current  status 
as  one  of  the  few  debt-free  col- 
leges in  the  state  was  proof  of  its 
ability  to  manage  endowment. 

Phase  II  covered  projects  ini- 
tiated between  1990  and  1992.  A 
great  interest  was  the  building  of 
a  Performing  Arts  Center.  Laney 
Hall  and  Austin  Auditorium 
were  planned  to  become  one 
structure,  linked  by  this  new  the- 
atre. The  center  was  built  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  the  South- 
ern Piedmont  with  excellent  fa- 
cilities for  drama  and  musical 
performances.  An  expansion  of 
the  Ethel  K.  Smith  Library  was 
also  scheduled  for  Phase  II.  The 
need  for  additional  equipment 
and  services  as  well  as  a  much- 
needed  entrance  from  the  quad-

Keeping  Wingate  safe  and  secure 


What?  Another  parking  tick- 
et?! This  seemed  to  be  the 
reaction  of  many  students  in  refer- 
ence to  the  new  Security  force  on 
campus. 

The  new  security  system  on  cam- 
pus cracked  down  considerably  to 
years  past.  Security  Officer  Annie 
Almond  responded,  "We  are  on  the 
ball.  We  are  a  whole  lot  better  than 
what  Wingate  has  had  in  the  past 
—  I  hope  we  are  anyway." 

The  new  security  system  was  a 
recently  developed  private  compa- 
ny out  of  Charlotte,  known  as  Loss 
Prevention  Services.  The  Loss  Pre- 
vention Service  is  trying  to  better 
and  upgrade  campus  security.  Al- 
mond felt  that  parking  was  the  big- 
gest problem  they  had.  She  also  be- 
lieved that  because  of  the  amount 
of  parking  violations,  it  was  upset- 
ting the  students,  therefore  giving 
them  a  negative  attitude  toward  the 
Loss  Prevention  Service.  Sean  Ste- 
vens, a  student  from  Daytona 
Beach,  Florida,  was  one  student 
who  had  a  fairly  positive  attitude 
toward  the  security  system.  How- 
ever, his  attitude  toward  the  num- 
ber of  illegal  parking  places  was  not 
as  positive.  Stevens  stated,  "I  feel 


they  are  too  concerned  with  writing 
tickets.  Yes,  they  are  doing  their  job 
as  far  as  writing  tickets  when  cars 
are  parked  on  a  yellow  curb,  but 
there  is  unnecessary  yellow  curb- 
ing. There  is  a  great  deal  more  yel- 
low curb  than  there  is  regular 
curb."  Almond  did  say  that  she  did 
not  feel  there  was  enough  parking 
spaces,  especially  for  visitors. 

Some  other  duties  of  the  Loss 
Prevention  Service  constituted 
checking  all  buildings  including 
lights,  windows,  and  the  locks  on 
the  doors.  They  also  checked  all 
gates,  watched  for  trespassers,  and 
kept  an  eye  on  outside  activities. 
Security  made  their  rounds  every 
hour  patrolling  one  hour  on  foot 
and  one  hour  by  car. 

Though  Wingate  is  considered  a 
safe  campus,  there  are  still  precau- 
tions that  must  be  taken  both  on  the 
part  of  Security  and  the  students. 
Students  can  make  Wingate  a  safer 
campus  by  locking  room  doors,  by 
not  walking  alone  at  night,  and  re- 
porting anything  suspicious.  With 
the  help  of  students  and  the  securi- 
ty officers,  Wingate  can  become  a 
crime-free  campus.

Through  the  use  of  labs,  learning  is  continued 


In  some  courses,  learning  is 
continued  even  after  the 
classroom  session  is  over.  It  is 
continued  through  practical 
applications  of  what  was 
taught  and  learned  in  class, 
which  helps  the  students  to  go 
more  in  depth  in  that  particular 
subject.  The  English,  foreign 
language,  music,  and  science 
departments  had  different 
kinds  of  labs  to  continue  the 
learning  process. 

The  English  "computeracy" 
lab  which  was  located  in  Burris 
and  the  Bridges  building 
helped  students  with  grammar 
and  spelling.  Most  freshmen 
English  classes  were  required 
to  turn  in  a  computer  typed  pa- 
per. In  return,  the  students  got 
first  hand  experience  in  using 
computers  and  word  proces- 
sors. 

Every  student  who  took  for- 
eign language  was  required  to 
spend  an  hour  per  week  in  the 
foreign  language  lab  at  Burn- 
side-Dalton  building.  This  was 
a  thorough  review  of  the  lec- 


tures. It  helped  students  to 
pronunciate  better  and  to  read 
and  understand  the  language 
as  it  was  being  spoken.  This  lab 
provided  and  opportunity  for 
students  to  use  the  language  in 
a  practical  sense. 

All  music  majors  had  to  take 
a  recital  and  concert  lab  course; 
this  class  taught  students  stage 
presence  when  performing, 
gave  them  a  chance  to  listen  to 
other  students  perform,  and 
hear  different  styles  of  music. 
They  also  attended  operas  and 
professional  concerts.  It  gave 
them  a  realistic  idea  of  what  a 
professional  career  in  music 
would  be  like. 

Of  all  the  labs  offered,  the 
science  lab  was  thought  to  be 
the  most  demanding.  Dr.  G.  R. 
Davis,  Associate  professor  of 
Biology,  said  that  the  purpose 
of  science  labs  was  to  reinforce 
concepts  introduced  during 
lectures  and  allowed  students 
to  use  the  tools  and  techniques 
in  the  scientific  method. 
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Measuring  acidity  in 
Chemistry  lab,  sopho- 
mores Meredith  Huney- 
cutt  and  Dawn  Dilworth 
carefully  add  reagents.

Graduates  and  Nurses 


Wingate  College  was  proud  of 
its  two  divisions  beyond  the  four 
year  undergraduate  programs. 
They  were  the  School  of  Graduate 
Study  and  the  School  of  Nursing. 

The  Graduate  program  at 
Wingate  offered  students  majoring 
in  education  the  opportunity  to  ob- 
tain a  Master  of  Arts  in  Education. 
The  five  year  old  program  required 
30  hours  for  completion  and  was 
designed  for  employed  teachers. 
Many  of  the  courses  were  offered 
in  the  summer  and  some  were  of- 
fered at  night.  It  took  an  employed 
teacher  two  years  to  complete  the 
program. 

The  Nursing  Department  was 
housed  in  the  Division  of  Science 
and  Mathematics.  The  program 
was  designed  for  nurses  who  had 


completed  their  basic  nursing  edu- 
cation program  and  wanted  a  bac- 
calaureate degree.  The  program 
was  available  for  full  or  part  time 
study. 

In  addition  to  meeting  the  gen- 
eral education  curriculum  require- 
ments, the  nurses  received  addi- 
tional education  preparation  for 
the  various  roles  of  professional 
nursing.  There  were  about  50 
nurses  in  the  program  who  were 
employed  by  various  types  of  hos- 
pitals, health  departments,  retire- 
ment centers,  doctors'  offices  and 
home  health  care  agencies. 

The  BSN  completion  program 
was  being  offered  at  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  Charlotte  and  Cabarrus 
Memorial  Hospital  in  Concord.

This  train  is 
bolting  full  speed  ahead  to  the 
place  where  Wingate  athletes  de- 
railed the  opposition!  From  soccer 
to  golf,  football  to  tennis,  the  Win- 
gate  spirit  drove  our  athletes  to 
fight,  to  fight  fair,  and  to  win! 
Their  determination,  long  hours  of 
practice,  along  with  lots  of  talent, 
led  them  to  many  victories  and 
happy  celebrations.  Their  sports- 
manship and  optimism  continued 
even  when  they  came  up  short. 
Yet,  it  is  impossible  to  have  good 
athletes  without  the  direction  and 
patient  guidance  of  those  devoted 
people  who  coach  the  Wingate 
teams.  Their  personal  interest  in 
team  members  and  their  encour- 
aging support  made  them  mentors 
as  well  as  instructors.  Thus,  for  an- 
other year  students  demonstrated 
that  they  truly  have  heart  and  soul 
and  a  spirit  which  even  comes 
through  in  the  name,  W/N-GATE. 
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Cheering  on  the  Wingate  teams,  all 
Bulldogs  enjoyed  the  1990-1991 
season. 
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What  was  generally  antici- 
pated as  being  the  year  in 
which  the  Bulldogs  broke  in  to 
the  playoffs,  by  the  narrowest  of 
margins,  it  became  a  year  of  dis- 
appoin tments.  Losing  six 
matches  by  one  goal,  four 
matches  in  overtime,  including  a 
2-1  loss  in  sudden  death  during 
the  conference  tournament,  the 
soccer  team  was  again  relegated 
to  the  lower  half  of  the  South  At- 
lanta Conference. 

The  season  opened  on  a  wave 
of  optimism.  Six  starters  returned 
from  last  year's  squad  which 
missed  qualifying  for  District  26 
playoffs  by  one  match.  In  addi- 
tion, two  former  key  players, 
Drew  Dooling  and  Sean  McMa- 
hon  were  again  set  to  play.  "It 
appeared  we  had  veterans  in  all 
key  positions  and  a  good  blend 
of  upperclassmen  and  newcom- 
ers to  breech  the  hurdle  between 
the  also-rans  and  contending 
teams,"  according  to  Coach  Mac- 
Connachie.  However,  this  would 
become  the  strangest  season  in 


his  tenure  as  coach.  "It's  an  axi- 
om in  soccer  that  if  you  prevent 
your  opponent  from  scoring  you 
cannot  lose,  but  what  we  learned 
is  that  if  you  do  not  score,  you  are 
only  asking  for  it." 

Early  season  losses  to  Gard- 
ner-Webb, The  Citadel,  and 
Presbyterian  began  to  set  the 
tone  for  the  season.  In  each 
match,  Wingate  missed  early 
opportunities  to  score  and  gain 
momentum,  instead  surrender- 
ing the  initiative  in  a  manner 
which  proved  fatal.  "Our  attack 
was  sporadic,"  said  MacConna- 
chie. 

"We  would  work  ourselves 
into  the  penalty  area  and  come 
away  without  producing  goals. 
After  awhile,  that  failure  under- 
mines your  confidence."  In  be- 
tween these  matches  were  victo- 
ries against  former  Carolinas 
Conference  foes,  St.  Andrews 
and  Barton  College.  "Our  de- 
fense was  keeping  us  in  the 
matches,"  commented  MacCon- 
nachie.  Led  by  Rob  Rodriguez, 


Chris  Hull,  Tom  Sells,  James  Pe- 
den  and  Sean  McMahon  in  goal, 
the  unit  was  statistically  one  of 
the  stingiest.  "These  guys  were 
under  a  lot  of  pressure,  but 
proved  to  be  equal  to  the  task." 

The  bulk  of  Wingate's  scoring 
was  again  provided  by  Junior 
Glenn  Nelson.  Nelson,  an  East 
Mecklenburg  high  school  gradu- 
ate, became  a  repeat  selection  to 
the  1990  All-Conference  team. 
As  the  fourth  leading  scorer  in 
the  league,  he  was  joined  by  a 
former  high  school  classmate, 
Rob  Rodriguez  in  the  select 
group. 

"To  their  credit,  this  team  nev- 
er gave  up,"  according  to  Mac- 
Connachie.  The  quality  of  Sen- 
iors Rodriguez,  Hull,  Brett 
Wortham,  Tony  Elder,  and  Bryan 
Lewis  would  not  allow  that  to 
happen.  "If  perseverance  is  the 
route  to  success,  then  we  are  enti- 
tled to  feel  we  have  served  our 
time."

Along  with 
being  the  first  winning  season  for 
the  Bulldogs,  the  team  ended  the 
season  as  the  seventeenth  na- 
tionally ranked  NAIA  team. 

A  strong  defense  that  ended 
the  season  as  first  in  the  confer- 
ence and  fifth  in  the  nation  was 
a  big  reason  for  Wingate's  suc- 
cess. Led  by  Stan  Blair's  twenty- 
one  tackles  for  losses  and  Nick 
DiFoggio's  five  interceptions,  the 
defense  turned  back  many  oppo- 
nents with  big  plays. 

Dana  Graves  quarterbacked 


the  team,  passing  for  1,522  yards 
and  scoring  nine  touchdowns, 
while  running  backs  Robbie  Rob- 
inson and  Butch  Moses  com- 
bined for  over  1,000  yards  rush- 
ing and  thirteen  touchdowns. 
Robinson  also  had  two  one-hun- 
dred yard-plus  games  at  the  close 
of  the  season  as  well  as  being 
team  scoring  leader  with  nine 
touchdowns  and  a  two  point 
conversion.  Russell  Booker  led 
the  receiving  squad  with  thirty 
receptions  for  326  yards  and  two 
touchdowns. 

The  offense  also  stretched  its 
scoring  streak  to  forty-eight 
games  -  one  of  the  longest  in  the 


country.  Wingate  has  never  been 
shut  out  of  a  football  game,  to  the 
close  of  the  1990  season.
